Would-Be Gate Span Jumper 
While his wife attempted to stop 
cars for help and his 4-year-old son 
watched spell-bound from their car, 
a Kentfield telephone company 
cable splicer grimly hung on to a 
Would-be suicide on Golden Gat? 
Bridge last night. 
Clayton F. “Bud” Stocking, 318 
Kent avenue, Kentfield, saw an un­ 
identified man go over the bridge 
railing last night about 8:30. He 
stopped his car and ran to the spot. 
The man was walking along the 
18-inch bridge truss. Stocking 
reached over the rail, holding on by 
one hand, and grabbed the would- 
be jumper’s arm. 
His wife futilely tried to flag 
down the few passing motorists and 
for nearly 10 minutes the telephone 
company worker hung on. Finally 
two women stopped and they sum- 
owned highway patrolmen. 
Rocking, who described the man 
aséale, around 29 years old and 
about five-feet-ten-inches tall, re­ 
ported he said, “You’re happily 


Leave me 
alone, everything will be all right.” 
Two women stopped by Mrs.

WASHINGTON </P) — President 
Truman’s expressed disloke of the 
Franco regime, says retiring Am­ 
bassador Stanton Griffis, won’t de­

Indictment Filed 
SAN FRANCISCO OP)—Lee Mc­ 
Clure, an attractive 18-year-old 
blonde, stands indicted by a fed­ 
eral grand jury on four counts of 
sale and concealment of heroin. 
Federal narcotics agents said the 
girl, who was indicted yesterday, has 
been an addict since she was 10.

When state legislature receives 
Gov. Warren’s proposed budget soon 
they’ll find on it an appropriation of 
$317,215 for repair and moderniza­ 
tion work at San Quentin. 
Of the allotment for San Quentin, 
$241,000 alone will be used for work 
in inmate mess hall, the Associated 
Press reported from Sacramento to­ 
day. 
“The work,”'Prison Business Man­ 
ager A. L. Oliver explained, “is part ___ ____ 
of a plan to bring the mess hall

up to modem standards and also to 
increase security measures.” 
The remaining funds will be used 
for necessary repairs on other prison 
buildings, he added. 
* Continuing, the business manager 
pointed out the large dining room 
was recently divided into four sec­ 
tions, each holding about 550 men, 
to prevent incidents which might 
touch off a general riot. 
Part of the funds, he went on, 
will be used to reinforce the sec­ 
tional partitions. 
Furthermore, the tile flpor in the 
mess hall has been continually dam­ 
aged and weakened by storm runoffs 
under the building any everyday use, 
Oliver said. 
Much of the tile floor in the room 
will have to be replaced, he added. 
To give a more normal atmosphere 
to the prison dining room Oliver 
said the long tables will be replaced 
by smaller ones accomodating four 
men at a time. He added this type 
of table is being installed in all new 
prisons in the country. 
Final item covered in the budget 
funds will be modernized metal 
serving tables to replace makeshift 
metal and wooden models now being 
used, the business manager said. 
Oliver said he could not list spe­ 
cifically the other items planned for 
repair until the budget is returned 
from state department of finance. 
He explained this results from a 
trimming down of the budget by 
state officers.

The Independent-Journal, Marin 
county’s only daily newspaper, ranks 
near the top of California dailies in 
Its appearance and content. 
That was the word today from 
judges of the California Newspaper 
Publishers association contest. Re­ 
sults were announced in Coronado 
today, according to Associated Press. 
Among the newspapers entered in 
the contest, which included a ma­ 
jority of the state’s, dailies including 
many in much larger cities, the 
Independent - Journal was Judged 
second in the general excellence 
category. 
And its front pages rank second 
in the entire state in appearance 
and content. 
In the general excellence field, 
the Independent-Journal took a sec­ 
ond to the Palo Alto Times. In third 
place was the San Diego Union, a 
newspaper with 62,000 circulation. 
The I-J sells about 15,000 fcopies 
dally. 
General excellence includes selec­ 
tion of news, feature, sports, and 
other editorial and advertising con­ 
tent and pictures, and embraces the 
appearance as well. 
Two years ago the Independent- 
Journal was tops in this category, 
which disqualified it from competi­ 
tion last year. 
In the “best front page” compe­ 
tition, the Independent-Joumal was 
the only paper in Its size bracket 
to take an award.

SAN FRANCISCO OP)—A State 
Assembly sub-committee has recom­ 
mended legislation for a $200,000 en< 
gineering study of a proposed solid- 
fill North Bay barrier between Point 
San Rafael and Point Richmond.

Area regional problems approved the 
study yesterday and Assemblyman 
Richard H. McCoHister of Mill Val­ 
ley said he hoped to bring the bill 
before the Legislature in March. 
“I am not advocating such 
plan,” the assemblyman said. “But 
the people who are interested In it 
are entitled to scientific engineering 
data on it.” 
The money for the earthfill study 
would come from a $21,000,000 re­ 
serve fund now held by the water 
resources board. 
McCoHister told the subcommittee 
that “the earth-barrier is worth 
looking into,” because a San Ra- 
fael-Richmond bridge authorized by 
the Legislature last year may not 
be built because of the steel short­ 
age.McCoHister told newsmen that the 
study had nothing to do with the 
plan for bay area development which 
includes a barrier across the south 
end of the bay and extensive earth- 
fiUing elsewhere.

Also at the meeting committeemen 
heard opinions of various Bay Area 
officials on the need of a local 
authority to plan and develop rapid 


transit, bridge, park and other proj­ 
ects on a regional basis. 
First suggestion was made by 
Donald W. Cleary, San Francisco 
legislative representative.

Waldo Widening 


Nears As State, 


Span Unit Confer 
Actual widening of Waldo grada 
to a six lane divided highway 
moved a step nearer yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
The Golden Gate Bridge board 
authorized Its attorney, Florence 
McAuliffe, to confer with the state 
on his proposed final draft of an 
agreement between the state and 
the district. The agreement would 
call for the state division of high­ 
ways to do theSf'ork of widening 
the road and for the district to 
furnish $5,000,000 of the cost. 
Actual survey work on the project 
has been under way for some time 
by the*Tiighway division. 
McAuliffe declared he expected 
to have the final draft of the agree­ 
ment read for consideration by the 
directors at their next meeting 
February 29. Work on the project 
could then begin almost at once. 
Cost of the project has been esti­ 
mated at nearly $3,000,000. Any 
amount over the bridge’s $5,000,000 
will be paid by the state. 
The bridge district wHl get ita 
$5,000,000 on loan from the state, a 
loan which must be paid back out 
of tolls. 
Two proposed changes in opera­ 
tion of the bridge administration, 
were brought up again at yester­ 
day’s meeting. Director Jesse Col­ 
man asked that the bridge’s audi­ 
tor be put under the directors in­ 
stead of under the general man­ 
ager. This was referred to the legis­ 
lative committee for study. 
Marin Director Leland Murphy 
again moved that aU revolving fund 
bills be sent to each director before 
they are sent to the auditing com-

State Department of Public Works is finally 
recognizing a fact which their statistics have 
shown them for a long time. That fact is that 
w*peed kills/* 
Besides recognizing the fact, the department 
í- doing something about it. It is doing some­ 
thing temporary in especially dangerous areas 
and making long range plans for divided' high­ 
ways which will eliminate much of the danger. 
As a temporary solution they are taking the 
obvious course, slowing down the traffic. As an 
example, they have ordered restricted speed 
zones on heavily congested highway 40 between 
Richmond and the Carquinez bridge. 
Speed limit was reduced on all of" the nine 
mile stretch of undivided highway from 55 to 
45 miles per hour, with the several portions of 
* it remaining in 35 mile limit where cities are 
located. 
Approval of the speed posting was voiced by 
Clifford E. Peterson, commissioner of the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol. 
"No doubt the reduction of speed in the area 
will have a good effect on the accident rate. The 
highway patrol will pay attention to enforce­ 
ment of the new speed limits,” he declared. 


In this Peterson hit on the real solution, en­ 
forcement of the limits. It does not matter what 
the speed limit is unless that limit is enforced. 
There are two methods of enforcing a law. 
One is compulsory enforcement through patrol 
by an adequate number of patrolmen lining the 
highways. This costs money, but is worth it in 
lives and property values sayed. 
Second method is voluntary enforcement by 
the automobile drivers themselves. This is a 
personal matter and can succeed only as well as 
each individual is willing to abide by the laws 
set up for his safety. 
In Marin county we have been seeing an in­ 
crease in the first method of enforcement. More 
often noticed are highway patrol cars stationed 
at danger points like the Alto and Greenbrae 
intersection. The 25 miles per hour sign on 
Greenbrae bridge is another step in the same 
direction. Other danger spots on highway 101 
might well be posted for slower speeds to save 
lives. 
The state is now taking definite action in try­ 
ing to prevent accidents caused by speed. It’s 
gip to each driver to see that he is doing his 
part by refraining from excessive speeds.

(roups in any way attempt to influence legislation. 
Die initiative is purely a revenge measure because 
the chambers of commerce, and particularly the 
California State Chamber of Commerce, have led 
the fight against the various McLain pension pro­ 
posals. The initiative is as misleading as his previous 
proposals, and people should refuse to sign it 
Political subdivisions, counties and cities, often 
arrange financially for the chambers of commerce 
to do some of their work for them. The chambers are 
often better equipped to do this work, and can do 
a better job at less expense. The result Is a saving 
to the taxpayer. 
The growth and development of California are due 
tn part to the activities of chambers of commerce. 
Vwy are interested in the continued development of 
the State, and this includes an Interest in legisla- 
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tion which can either promote or hinder that de­ 
velopment—even in such legislation as that proposed 
from time to time by McLain. . 
If the McLain initiative should be adopted, the 
chambers of commerce would be weakened, which is 
Just what McLain wants. He would gain some mea­ 
sure of revenge. But the result would also be a pub­ 
lic loss.

There has been so much 
self-congratulatory talk about "the 
miracles of American production” 
that the simple fact that the Sov­ 
iets are now greatly outproduc­ 
ing us in such categories as com­ 
bat jet planes is dismissed as in­ 
herently incredible. Yet the facts 
are stated, and they mean just 
one thing. 
Unless this country 
can shake off its complacency soon, 
and prepare to make a real na­ 
tional effort, we shall for the first 
time in our history be in acute 
danger of defeat in war.

If you purchased the patented 
article, patent or copyright, your 
costs should be charged off over 
the balance of the life of the 
patent or copyright. 
If you can prove that the life of 
the asset is shorter than the above, 
then you can charge your costs off 
over the shorter period.

timber properties, you ara an­ 
ti tied to deduct a depletion allow­ 
ance. 
I n every case you ara entitled 
to deduct all ordinary and neces­ 
sary expenses in. connection wife 
producing income and maintain­ 
ing the property; including legal 
and accounting fees; selling ex­ 
penses; commissions paid, taxes 
and licenses; traveling expenses in 
connection with fee business; tele­ 
phone and telegraph; etc. 
If, in 1951 your gross income

To King George 


By His Villagers 


SANDRINGHAM UP) — Humble 
villagers filed through their hushed 
country church today to pay last 
homage to the man they called 
squire—King George VI. 


Farmers, carpenters, woodsmen 
and servants sorrowfully stopped 
before the candle-lit bier to look for 
the last time on the coffin of their 
sovereign and friend. 


Inside the big mansion nearby, 
where the King was bom and where 
he died, Queen Elizabeth n —pro­ 
claimed throughout the land yes­ 
terday as the new ruler of the 
British realm—remained closeted in 
deep mourning with her mother and 
sister and others of the Royal 
family. 
The new Queen’s flag flew high 
over Sandringham House. It was 
raised there yesterday when finally 
she reunited with her bereaved 
family after first performing the 
first heavy and solemn duties of her 
queenly station. Her father's stand­ 
ard, which had flown over the 
mansion until his quiet death in 
sleep Wednesday, now covers his 
oaken coffin. 
The body of the fallen monarch 
lay in the nave of the little gray- 
stone 16th century church of St. 
Mary Magdalene, 206 yards down a 
winding garden path over which It 
had been carried last night in the 
eerie moonlight from the big resi­ 
dence. 
A village policeman stood guard 
at the wrought iron gates near the 
chapel. Only the 300 odd villagers 
whom he could recognize as the 
King’s own workers were admitted. 
During the morning, mainly the 
wives came. 
The new Queen had asked that 
work at Sandringham go on today 
just as any other day. The men 
stayed at their jobs—tending the 
animals and gardens and other 
duties on the vast estate—except for 
the King’s game keepers, who kept 
a silent watch over the coffin.

And some of the financial experts 
around the capítol corridors, after 
seeing the first two sections of the

in the state’s history. 
Warren unveiled the first part of 
his budget proposal last week. It 
covered operational expenses—most­ 
ly salaries, wages, supplies, and 
m i n o r equipment requirements— 
and amounted to $337,394,006 or 12.1 
per cent more than the current 
fiscal year outlay for the same 
categories. 
Then, last Saturday, the state de­ 
partment of finance released Its 
proposed budget for capital outlay. 
It, too was way up over last year. 
The legislature last session au­ 
thorized 
a total 
capital outlay 
b u d g e t of $156,379,000—and the 
governor’s request for the next fis­ 
cal year will be, in the words of 
one of his f i n a n c i a l advisors, 
“pretty close to $200,000,000. 
Still to come is the budget for 
local assistance—which includes the 
amount of support the state gives 
to schools, plus its outlay for the 
various welfare programs, such as 
old agé assistance, aid to needy 
children and aid to blind.

Members of the legislature, which 
convenes March 3 to consider the 
governor’s budget request, already 
are holding committee hearings on 
the

Although the legislators’ financial 
advisor, Legislative Auditor A. Alan 
Post, recommended cuts of ap­ 
proximately $6!OO0,OOO in the gover­ 
nor’s proposed budget for operation­ 
al expenses, the assembly ways and 
means committee after one week of 
hearings had been able to cut only 
a fraction of that amount. 
The important senate finance 
committee will swing into action 
Feb, 18 to give the budget a going 
over so that by the time the full 
legislature convenes both houses 
will be able to get/ right to work on 
the budget,

Eut, if experience in recent years 
is any criterion, the legislature 
eventually will approve Warren's 
budget with but few cuts. 
Warren, at a press conference 
last week, offered reporters a few 
reasons why the budget for 1952-53 
would be higher. 
For one thing, he said, 150,000 
more school children enrolled in 
California in 1951 than were in 
school in 1950. 
Then, too, he said, there are 55,000 
persons in state institutions and the 
increased cost of living “hits us for 
those 55,000 just the same as It does 
other people.”

The agreement will mean installa­ 
tion of4 sewer lines to connect the 
more than 60 Arks along Corte Ma­ 
dera creek with the city’s sewage 
pumping plant. 
It also means the state will bear 
a portion of the costs and property 
owners receiving the service will be 
taxed for the remaining amounts. 
Larkspur Engineer John Oglesby 
will coordinate the two groups by 
preparing plans for the sewer line 
and authorizing construction and in­ 
stallation. 
The request for the line was made 
by the Archives Association of Ark 
dwellers along the creek. They

Cause Stroke In The Young

Here Are A Few Suggestions To Help 
Your Shy Youngster To Become Popular 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 
If a young person complains of 
Midden severe headache with stiff 
neck, a physician should be called 
at once. These may be the warning 
signs of a stroke due to a ruptured 
blood vessel in the brain. This rup­ 
ture can be detected toy X-rays and 
corrected by m odem surgery, if 
caught early enough. 
Many young people have suffered 
strokes even though they had never 
been bothered with disease of the 
heart or blood vessels, or even high 
blood pressure. 
CONGENITAL DEFECT 
Most of'these strokes are due to 
a weak spot in a blood vessel supply­ 
ing the brain. The' 'wall of the vessel 
vessel may bulge out at this spot, 
forming a pouch called an aneurysm. 
This weakness is not due to any 
disease or infection, but Is there at 
birth. 
The weakened blood vessel may 
remain harmless for years and yfiars, 
and then suddenly rupture, usually 
when the person is in his ’teens or 
early twenties or thirties. The first 
sign Is a sudden sharp head pain, 
extremely severe, with rigidity of 
the neck. Then the person may 
quickly become unconscious. 
When the doctor makes his exam ­ 
ination, he may insert a needle 
through the back into the spinal 
canal to draw out some of the spinal 
fluid. If the fluid is bloody, it usual­ 
ly indicates a ruptured aneurysm 
of a blood vessel in the brain.

may then inject a dye into the large 
blood vessel of the neck supplying 
the brain. He takes X -rays in quick 
succession as the dye passes into 
the blood vessels of the brain. The 
X-ray pictures reveal the area where 
the blood is leaking. 
If the leak is caught early, a brain 
surgeon can easily decrease the 
blood supply to the weak spot by 
tying off one of the large blood 
vessels in the neck.

Prompt action in these cases can 
be life-saving. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E.Z.: My son has a constant dis­ 
charge from his nose and is con­ 
stantly clearing 'his throat. W hat 
could be the cause of this? He had 
his tonsils removed. 
Answer: This condition may be 
due to a sinus infection or to a 
form of allergy. It might be well 
for him to be examined by an ear, 
nose and throat specialist, so that 
the exact cause may be determined.

PLACEMENT IS THE TRICK 
Evergreens Need 
Not Be Monotonous 


Evergeen shrubs contribute color 
which is pleasing both winter and 
summer, but is most appreciated 
during the former season. Enjoy­ 
m ent is doubled if evergreens are 
located where they can be seen 
in daily passage through the house 
or about the property. 
No m atter how large or small 
the property, it is not hard to 
select more than one appropriate 
planting from the broadleaved and 
needled shrubs, groundcovers and 
vines. Some kinds of evergreens 
make excellent specimens, others 
blend into groupings. 
REPETITIVE 
P L A N T I N G S 
across the front of the house are 
all too common to a street or 
even to a whole community. A 
hedge of Scotch broom (cytisus), 
a prostrate juniper beside a short 
flight of steps, a pair of holly 
trees or shrubs just inside the 
gate are natural ways of using 
evergreens so that they blend into 
the landscape. 
The height of evergreens at m a­ 
turity is not the wily considera­ 
tion. 
Silhouette 
is equally im ­ 
portant. The upright yew Tax us 
cuspid ata, which may reach ten 
to twenty feet in height, is a fine 
choice for a specimen or a pair of 
evergreens. So is the native holly 
(Ilex opaca) 
whose u l t i m a t e 
height seems to depend on the 
latitude in which it is growing. 
CONTRAST IN LEAF form is 
one of the unexpected dividends 
of evergreens. Rhododendron with 
a groundcover of ivy is a common 
yet never trite combination. In a 
planting of any size it can be 
saved from monotony by using not 
only Rhododendron maximum and 
hybrids with varicolored blossoms 
but the finer-leaved R. carolini- 
anum. 
Although 
holly, 
rhododendron 


and 
laurel 
are 
probably 
best 
known of the broadleaved ever­ 
greens 
there 
are 
many 
others 
which belong in gardens. Some of 
the azaleas, grown primarily for 
their flowers, are evergreen. 
SHRUB FORMS of pine, spruce 
and juniper have needles similar 
in form and texture to trees of 
the same generic name. They are 
not, 
perhaps, 
as 
adaptable 
to 
small gardens as the other ever­ 
green shrubs, and it is easy to 
use too many kinds in a small 
area. 
Another 
group 
of 
shrubs 
is 
classified .as, .semi-evergreen be­ 
cause they hold their leaves until 
well into winter. Daphne belongs 
to the group. 
GROUNDCOVERS 
should not 
be forgotten in planning diversi­ 
fied groups of evergreens. One of 
the most truly green of all ever­ 
greens at any time of year is 
Vinca 
minor, better 
known 
as 
myrtle or periwinkle. It does a 
thorough job of covering ground in 
sunny or shaded places. Pachis- 
tim a, pachysandra and bearberry 
are other practical groundcovers, 
while ivy, Hall’s honeysuckle and 
wintercreeper 
< Euonymus 
for­ 
tune!) are equally good vines. 
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Pruning Necessary 
For Plant Health 


By ALBERT W ILSON 
Last wek in this column I warn­ 
ed you th at for the next couple of 
weeks we would be busy as little 
beavers. 
I said we were going to 
prune and more than half of last 
week's column was given over to a 
discussion of tools with more than 
a hint that your pruning tools had 
better be of good 
quality 
and 
they’d better be sharp. 
Now that we all have all of our 
pruning equipment sharp and in 
good working order and have seen 
to it that our ladders are properly 
braced so we don’t frighten the 
fur off the moles by tumbling into 
their carefully built home we can 
begin. 
PRUNING IS necessary to the 
health and vigor of a plant. 
In 
fruit trees this pruning begins in 
their juvenile years and is im port­ 
ant from the very day we set a 
fruit tree out in the garden. 
In the young trees we first think 
of the SC A FFO LD branches. These 
must be guided to start off from 
the main trunk at a distance from 
the ground that will enable the 
gardener to get around and to cul­ 
tivate the tree in future years. 
A young tree such as a cherry 
when brought home from the nur­ 
sery looks exactly like a whip. The 
gardener prunes off the top leaving 
about four or five feet at the most. 
Out of this whiplike stem a dosen 
or more buds will break. 
If left 
alone 
these dozen 
buds 
would 
create a tuft of growth but the 
gardener does not 
leave 
them 
alone. 
On the contrary he rubs 
out all but three or four which he 
keep®, to' develop into the scaffold 
branches that he wants. These will 
be equidistant along the stem pro­ 
gressing upward from the base 
and around the trunk creating a 
branching system that projects out 
and up on all sides. 
An apricot tree coming from the 
nursery may not be a whip-like 
young tree at all but rather a 
brushy affair. 
Here the gardener 
can achieve his purpose sooner 
but he follows the same principle. 
He prunes all but three branches 
leaving a top central one and two 
side ones. 
These side branches 
must provide mechanical strength 
which they do through being not 
opposite to each, other but alter­ 
nate. 
At planting the ultimate 
height of this tree will be four to 
five feet. 
ESTABLISHED TREES: Before 
we go any further you must un­ 
derstand clearly and forevermore 
the kinds of wood your tree pro­ 
duces: GROWTH wood and SPUR 
wood. You must be able to recog­ 
nize these at pruning time. 
Growth wood is termiftal—new 
tips that appear at the ends of 
all branches. 
If you look care­ 
fully you can see where growth 
_ began by the little constructions 
which are pronounced and also by 
the difference in the surface color. 
In some branches 
this 
growth 
wood wil be four or five feet long 
and in others only six to eight 
inches. 
Ths is true not only in 
different trees but in the same 
tree because side branches do not 
grow as much as terminal ones. 
The second kind of wood that 
you have on your tree is called 
spur wood. Spur wood appears on 
growth two or more years old, spur 
wood is characterized by short 
stems and clustered buds. 
Some 


of the buds are round and fat anil 
others are 
pointed 
long. 
The 
rounded fat buds 
unfold 
into 
flowers 
and 
carry 
fruit. 
The 
pointed 
long buds 
unfold 
into 
leaves and their growth extends 
the stem. 
NOW THAT Y O U KNOW7 w h at 
the two kinds of wood look like 
in your tree you are ready to go 
ahead and prune. 
Long, whippy 
growth can be shortened to keep 
the tree in bounds and make for 
easier spraying and cultivating and 
harvesting. 
New branches that 
criss-cross should be taken out. 
Branches which clutter up the in­ 
ner part of the tree m ust be tak­ 
en out to allow sunlight and air to 
reach into the heart of your tree. 
When you see 
strong 
spiky 
growth your inclination may be to 
cut right back. This is wrong pro­ 
cedure. Ju st remember the hard­ 
er you cut the more brpshy growth 
you get. 
The lighter you cut the 
more fruit you can harvest. There­ 
fore strike a workable mean. Tie 
some of the spiky growth: prune 
some right out 
completely; 
ia 
other places barely nibble at the 
tips. 
W hat you try doing when you 
prune is to keep your tree open in 
the center, m aintain mechanical 
strength throughout and continue 
a good balance. 
Fears, apples, apricots, plums, 
cherries 
<and almonds) produce 
their crop on spurs. This mean* 
th at when pruning you want to 
keep as m any of the spurs as pos­ 
sible, especially those in vigorous, 
bearing condition. 
Sometimes in the apple and the 
pear and cherry it Is necessary to 
saw out a whole branch, spurs and 
all, because of poor production. 
This leaves an open place in the 
tree. 
Usually a new shoot will 
develop to take th a t place and in 
time will carry blossoms and fruit. 
WHEN YOU USE the pruning 
shears grasp the branch to be cut 
where you w ant to cut It with 'the 
hooked or curved holding blade to­ 
ward you. 
Always make all cuts at an angle 
«about 45c) so rain will run off 
and not into the cut branch w here 
it can cause trouble. 
Seal all cuts with a mixture 
made of white lead and raw lin­ 
seed oil. 
Boiled oil will, burn. 
Formerly you were advised to use 
an asphalt paint. 
This has been 
found unsatisfactory and the uni­ 
versity now 
recommends 
white 
lead and raw linseed oil. 
If your trees are under ten years 
old you should leave twelve to 
thirty inches of new growth for 
aprifbts; ton to twenty-four .inch­ 
es of new growth for plums; and 
nine to eighteen inches for al­ 
monds, apples, prunes and cher­ 
ries.

Prior to the beginning ofr the 
present school year the deaf chil­ 
dren in Marin have attended the 
residential State school for the 
Deaf 
in 
Berkeley; 
the 
Gough 
School for the Deaf in San Fran­ 
cisco (day .school for the deaf) or L 
one 
of 
the 
expensive 
private ] 
schools for the deaf far from home. . 
In recent years a few children 
had been provided with tutoring * 
in speech and lip reading through 
the efforts, of local otologists and 
the Marin county health depart­ 
ment. The funds for this work 
were provided, by the Marin county 
Crippled Children’s society and an 
auditory training unit was pur­ 
chased by the health department, ■ 
It was this early work that led to 
the realization of need for a 
special, class at this time.. 
IN THE SUMMER OF 1951 the 
efforts of all interested were co­

Buy Ready-Mixed 
Putty In A Can 
It's easier to buy putty ready 
mixed from your paint store or 
hardware dealer than it is to try 
to make your own. It comes in an 
air-tight container and can be 
kneaded for use on any non-ab­ 
sorbent surface such as a glass 
plate. To keep left over putty in a 
can, cover it with a thin film of 
linseed oil and wax paper or metal 
foil. 
Putty is a mixture of powdered 
whiting and linseed oil. Addition 
of a tenth part of white lead paste 
can increase its strength and dur­ 
ability. But straight white lead 
paste if used for glazing can hard­ 
en so firmly that it often causes 
wood sash to splinter when it is 
removed.

from home to school. The bureau 
of special education also assists in 
organizing and setting up such a 
class in order to insure maximum 
benefits to the handicapped chil­ 
dren. 
I 
CHILDREN MUST BE at least 
three years of age to be admitted 
to the class. They must be either 
deaf or too severely hard of hear­ 
ing to attend regular public school 
classes. The bureau of special edu­ 
cation recommends that such a 
class be limited to eight children 
j when the age range is more than 
four years, as is the case in this 
particular class. This limitation in 
numbers has been set because in­ 
struction is carried on primarily on 
an individual basis and greater 
numbers of children would be de­ 
trimental to good teaching. 
I 
Before admittance to the class 
each child is carefully screened by 
an otologist, by Dr. Wallace Hall, 
county superintendent of schools 
by Mrs. Esther C. Whitman, direc- 
[ tor of guidance in the office of the 
county superintendent of schools 
and by the consultant for the deaf, 
Dr. Charles Watson, state depart­ 
ment of 
education.

INSTRUCTION IS entirely by 
, the oral method (no finger spelling 
t or conventional signs of the deaf 
. are used) and, except for group 
| activities, each child is taught in- 
‘ dividually and thus progresses as 
rapidly as possible. 
I 
Speech for the deaf child, who 
does not hear either himself or 
ethers, la very difficult to acquire. 


The hearing child learns speech 
through the easy method of hear­ 
ing others talk. The deaf child 
learn$ through a slow and exact­ 
ing process of imitation of each 
position of speech. He must learn 
how to hold his lips and his tongue 
and how to control his breath for 
each sound. After he has learned 
the individual sounds he must 
learn to combine them into words. 
Then comes the process of building 
vocabulary, of associating these 
learned words with objecCs and 
thoughts, and learning to use this 
vocabulary in spoken and written 
language. The hearing child ac­ 
quires all of this through associa­ 
tion without the realization of a 
learning process 
PRIOR TO THE development of 
sound amplification by electronics 
— the radio — this process was 
much more tedious than it is now. 
Learning speech is greatly hasten­ 
ed by the use of the modem au­ 
ditory training units — combina­ 
tion of radio, phonograph and 
microphone. With amplified sound 
it is possible to get through to the 
residual hearing or sound percep­ 
tion which nearly every deaf child 
possesses. 
The child is trained to respond 
to this amplified sound and thus 
aided in learning to reproduce it. 
This is a great benefit in learning 
words and often single syllable 
words are learned quite quickly. 
With these line machines deaf and 
hard of hearing children are also 
able to learn the *'ieeP of rhythm 
and music. This is of great bene­ 
fit in teaching them even speech 
as opposed to jerky, uneven speech. 
Voice modulation and accent of 
words are taught through the 
microphone. Children enrolled in 
the class have much desirable 
contact with hearing children in­ 
asmuch as the class uses the re­ 
creational and playground facili­ 
ties at the Wade Thomas School. 
TEACHING THE DEAF is not a 
new form of special education. In­ 
deed, as early as 1578 a Spanish 


Benedictine of the monastary of 
San Salvador, Pedro Ponce de 
Leon, wrote in his lega! documento 
of having deaf sons of great lords 
as pupils and of having taught 
them “to speak, read, write and 
reckon, to pray and to assist at the 
Mass.” 
Education of the deaf in the 
United States dates back to 1815 
when Doctor Thomas Gallaudet 
brought the method of teaching 
from France. In 1862 Dr. Gallau- 
det’s son. Dr. Edward Gallaudet 
founded a college for the deaf in 
Washington D. C. This school bears 
his name and is the only univer­ 
sity purely for the deaf and hard 
of hearing in America. It is sup­ 
ported directly by the Congress of 
the United States. Pupils who meet 
the entrance requirements are eli­ 
gible to attend from any of the 
states or the possessions of the 
United States. A recent tabula­ 
tion shows that there are 73 public 
residential and private schools, the 
deaf in the United States. 
California maintains a large and 
very well equipped public school for 
the deaf in Berkeley and is build­ 
ing a second completely modern 
residential 
school 
at 
Riverside. 
Even with these facilities and the 
20 public day classes already in 
operation there are many deaf 
children 
on 
the 
watting 
lists 
throughout the State. 
A TEACHER OF DEAF persons 
must have special training in ad­ 
dition to the requirements of a 
certified teacher. There are several 
training centers in the United 
States, in conjunction with reco­ 
gnized universities and colleges, 
which offer this type' of training. 
Not the least of these is the fast 
growing 
department 
of 
special 
education at San Francisco state 
college. 
Mrs. Lang Russel, the teacher of 
the Marin county class for deaf 
children received her training to 
teach the deaf at California State 
school for the Deaf in Berkeley. 
She had valuable experience teach-

“Who Did W hat to Fedalia?” is 
a pleasant, grown-up fairy tale 
about an Iowa country girl who 
goes to the big city to become a 
singer, all because of a traveling

Famous as a composer and lyri­ 
cist, Meredith Willson made hie 
first noticeable entry into the fic­ 
tion world with “And There I 
Stood with My Piccolo” 
Perhaps the book should be call­ 
ed, “W hat Did 
Fedalia 
Do 
to 
W hom?” judging from the pro­ 
found and purifying effect the 
heroine has on a number of hard- 
shelled big city characters. 
Even 
Charlie, the home town boy friend, 
places such a high value on Fe- 
dalia’s approval th at he runs a 


cross-country race in his stocking 
feet, not having track shoes. 
FEDALIA’S 
experiences 
while 
trying to get a job as a singer are 
well described and make amusing 
reading. The beautiful, somewhat 
FoUyanna-like girl displays a naive 
but intelligent simplicity, trimmed 
with sex appeal which seems to 
hypnotize hero and villain alike. 
A singleness of purpose, inspired 
by her father, helps Fedalia avoid 
the “fate worse than death.” Papa’s 
theory was th at “a division of in­ 
terest is weakenin’.” He believed 
Fedalia was a natural-born m usi­ 
cian and she tries to make his be­ 
lief a reality. 
Reminiscent of the old-fashion­ 
ed melodrama, the story is simply 
and well told—homespun, but with 
bright threads. The author again 
shows his ability to handle words 
as well as music. 
“Fedalia” just 
misses being humorous, but is not 
dull.—M. E.

A Pharisee asked Jesus to eat at his 
house, and Jesus went to the Pharisees’ 
house and sat at meat with him when 
a woman came in. 


The woman, who had sinned greatly, 
began to wash Jesus' feet with her tears, 
wiping them with her long hair, kissing 
and anointing them with ointment. 


The Pharisee objected, thinking the 
Lord should know that she was a sinner, 
but Jesus said, "Her sins which arc 
many, are forgiven, for she loved much.** 


Some asked, "Who is this that forgiveth 
sins?’* To the woman Jesus said, "Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in peace.**

A Pharisee And A Repentant 
Woman, Rebuked And Forgiven 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
A tale of self -righteousness, sin, 
forgiveness and love is told to to­ 
day’s lesson, all taking place in 
the house of a Pharisee who ex­ 
hibited his feelings of pride that 
he "was not as others,” although 
he was not the one who prayed 
aloud in the market place in the 
parable. 
This Pharisee must have been 
Interested in. and more or less 
friendly to Jesus, because he in­ 
vited the Lord to dine at his 
house. Jesus accepted the invita­ 
tion. There were others present, 
too.As they sat at meatg, a woman 
entered. She knew Jesus was 
there. She was what is known as 
"a woman of the streets,” a sin­ 
ner, she is called, at any rate a 
poor, unhappy soul. In her nand 
she carried an alabaster box of 
ointment. 
She "stood at His feet behind 
Hin weeping, and began to wash 
His feet with tears, and did wipo 
them with the hairs of her head, 
and kissed His feet, and anointed 
them with the ointment.” 
WHEN THE self-righteous 
Pharisee saw that, he thought to 
himself, 'This man, if He was a 
prophet, would have known who 
and what manner of woman this 
is that touchetii Him; for she is 
a sinner.’* 
Jesus read his mind like a book 
and said, "Simon, I ha.e some­ 
what to say unto thee.” The 
pharisee answered, '-Master, say 
on.”"There was a certain creditor 
which had two debtors; the one 
owed 500 pence and the other 50. 
"And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. 
Tell Me, therefore, which of them 
will love him most?” 
Simon answered that he sup­ 
posed the one to whom the debtor 
forgave most. 
Then Jesus t u r n e d to the 
woman, and said unto Simon. 
"Seest thou this woman? I entered 
into thy house, thou gavest Me 
no water for My feet: but sr.e 
hath washed My feet with tears, 
and wiped them with the hairs of 
her head. 
‘THOU GAYEST Me no kiss; 
but this woman since the time I 
came in hath not ceased to kiss 
My feet. My head with oil thou 
did not anoint: but this woman 
hath anointed My feet with oint­ 
ment. 
"Wherefore I say unto thee, 
Her sins, which are many, are 
forgiven; for she loved much ; but 
to whom little is forgiven, the 
same loveth little.” 
IT WAS CUSTOMARY in those 
hot, dusty countries, to offer the 
sandled guest water to wash his 
feet when he entered homes; also 
lie usually was greeted with a 
kiss, and as a special honor his 
head was anointed with oil. None 
of these courtesies had been of­ 
fered to Jesus, and Simon must 
have felt embarrassed at the re­ 
buke implied in the Lord’s words. 
Then J e s u s turned to the 
woman and said, 'Thy sins are 
forgiven.” 
Then these other guests asked 


Annotating the feet of Jesus — "If we confess our sins, He is 
faithful and righteous to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness." — I John 1.9. 
to dine with the Master began to 
say within themselves, "Who is 
this that forgiveth sins also?” 
Jesus, paying no attention to 
them, said to the woman, "Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in 
peace.” 
THIS INCIDENT is related only 
in the gospel of Luke. This woman 
should not be confused with Mary 
Magdalene or any other woman 
in the Bible story. She is not 
mentioned by name. To us she la 
simply a "woman and a sinner.” 
Mary Magdalene is not called a 
sinful woman. She was possessed 
of seven demons. Weary of her 
miserable, sinful life, this other 
woman sought out the Master, and 
poured out her soul—her sense of 
utter sin and her deep repentance, 
to Him. We know no more of her. 
As to the Pharisee whose name 
was Simon, we can but wonder 
if he took the Lord's rebuke to 
heart; if he was less self-right­ 
eous for the rest of his life; less 
critical of others, and especially 
if he realized in his short but 
vivid encounter with Jesus, that 
He it was who was to bring light 
unto the world and heal many of 
their sins.

The Independent-Joumal, Marin 
county’s only daily newspaper, ranks 
near the top of California dailies in 
its appearance and content. 
That was the word today from 
judges of the California Newspaper 
Publishers association contest. Re­ 
sults were announced in Coronado 
today, according to Associated Press. 
Among the newspapers entered in 
the contest, which included a ma­ 
jority of the state’s, dailies including 
many in much larger cities, the 
Independent - Journal was judged 
second in the general excellence 
category. 
And its front pages rank second 
in the entire state in appearance 
and content. 
In the general excellence field, 
the Independent-Joumal took a sec­ 
ond to the Palo Alto Times. In third 
place was the San Diego Union, a 
newspaper with 62,000 circulation. 
The I-J sells about 15,000 fcopies 
dally. 
General excellence includes selec­ 
tion of news, feature, sports, and 
other editorial and advertising con­ 
tent and pictures, and embraces the 
appearance as well. 
Two years ago the Independent- 
Joumal was tops in this category, 
which disqualified it from competi­ 
tion last year. 
In the “best front page” compe­ 
tition, the Independent-Joumal was 
the only paper in its size bracket 
to take an award. The San Jose 
Mercury, circulation 31,000, took top 
prize; the San Jose News, circula­ 
tion 33,000 was second; and the San 
Diego Union was fourth. 
The award was based upon th« 
same two issues of each newspaper 
selected arbitrarily at the end of 
1851.

Taxi Law Set 
For Discussion 
Sausalito police commissioners, the 
chief of police and owners of the 
city’s taxi cab companies were to 
meet today at 3:30 pm. in city haU 
to discuss a new taxi ordinance for 
the city. 
The meeting was called by Com­ 
mission Chairman Sylvester McAtee 
following an accident 10 days ago 
in which Joseph Harris, 73-year-old 
sheet metal worker, was kiUed fa a 
taxi cab. 
Driver of the cab, John S. (Tiny) 
Bates, is being charged with a mis­ 
demeanor, failure to yield the right 
of way to a pedestrian. A misde­ 
meanor moradtujghtff charge was 
dismissed on motion of the district 
attorney this week. 
The accident however, brought out 
a flood of complaints against the 
way cabs are driven in the city, lead- 


uled to be through last night. 
Rickets did not ask the board’s 
authority to hire the firms. Neither 
did he estimate or give any figures 
on costs.

This essentially unstable area 
has been put in motion by larg? 
quantities of seepage water. “The 
entire foundation has been under­ 
mined fa this water”. 
The engineers found, Rickets said, 
that at the southern end of the slide 
area, material was completely wash­ 
ed away as mud. In the center and 
northeroly end, however, the ma­ 
terial is much drier and is partially 
stabilized. He warned that future 
pletely wash away this area.

North Bay Barrier Law 


Money Is Recommended 


SAN FRANCISCO (JPh-A State 
Assembly sub-committee has recom­ 
mended legislation for a $200,000 en­ 
gineering study of a proposed solid- 
fill North Bay barrier between Point 
San Rafael and Point Richmond. 
The Dolwig committee on Bay 
Area regional problem» approved the 
study yesterday and Assemblyman 
Richard H. McCoUister of Mill Val­ 
ley said he hoped to bring the bill 
before the Legislature in March. 
“I am not advocating such a 
plan,” the assemblyman said. “But 
the people who are interested in it 
are entitled to scientific engineering 
data on it.” 
The money for the earthfill study 
would come from a $21,000,000 re­ 
serve fund now held by the water 
resources board. 
McCoUister told the subcommittee 
that “the earth-barrier is worth 
looking into,” because a San Ra- 
fael-Richmond bridge authorized by 
the Legislature last year may not 
be built because of the steel short­ 
age. 
McCoUister told newsmen that the 
study had nothing to do with the 
plan for bay area development which 
includes a barrier across the south 
end of the bay and extensive earth- 
filling elsewhere. 
# 
Also at the meeting committeemen 
heard opinions of various Bay Area 
officials on the need of a local 
authority to plan and develop rapid 


transit, bridge, park and other proj® 
ects on a regional basis. 
First suggestion was made by 
Donald W. Cleary, San Francisco 
legislative representative. His plan 
was for an authority having both 
planning and construction powers 
for the entire state and containing 
two representatives from bay area. 
The plan was opposed by San 
Francisco Planning Director Paul 
Oppcrmann who said less extensive 
powers could be delegated to an 
area-wide planning body. He said 
12 counties could be represented on 
the commission, 
Without mentioning extent of 
powers San Francisco county super­ 
visor Martin Lewis stressed the need 
for a state planning commission. 
Development of projects, he went 
on, could be carried but fa In« 
dividual districts established for the 
purpose.

Actual widening of Waldo grade 
to a six lane divided highway 
moved a step nearer yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
The Golden Gate Bridge board 
authorized its attorney, Florence 
McAuliffe, to confer with the state 
on his proposed final draft of an 
agreement between the state and 
the district. The agreement would 
call for the state division of high­ 
ways to do the Vork of widening 
the road and for the district to 
furnish $5,000,000 of the cost, 
Actual survey work on the project 
has been under way for some time 
by the highway division. 
McAuliffe declared he expected 
to have the final draft of the agree­ 
ment read for consideration by the 
directors at their next meeting 
February 29. Work on the project 
could then begin almost at once. 
Cost of the project has been esti­ 
mated at nearly $3,000,000. Any 
amount over the bridge's $5,000,000 
will be paid by the state. 
The bridge district wiB get its

could return the greeting, the 
golee continued, “Gee, I hope you 
Will join us at dinner this Christ­ 
mas, we’re going to have the best 
turkey dinner ever.

. has taken care of everything and 
it’s bound to be good."

“Mr. George,” referred to by 
trusty ' Bill, was chief jailer, 
George Hasman, but he was af­ 
fectionately k n o w n as “Mr.

•EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Lower Speed Zones May 
Reduce Highway Deaths 


Sute Department of Public Works is finally 
itcogninng a fact which their statistics have 
shown them for a long time. That fact is that 
"speed kills " 
Besides recognizing the fact, the department 
% doing something about it. It is doing some­ 
thing temporary in especially dangerous areas 
and making long range plans for divided* high­ 
ways which will eliminate much of the danger. 
As a temporary solution they are taking the 
obvious course, slowing down the traffic. As an 
example, they have ordered restricted speed 
zones on heavily congested highway 40 between 
Richmond and the Carquinez bridge. 
Speed limit was reduced on all o ( the nine 
mile stretch of undivided highway from 55 to 
45 miles per hour, with the several portions of 


* it remaining in 55 mile limit where cities are 
located. 
Approval of the speed posting was voiced by 
Clifford E. Peterson, commissioner of the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol. 
“No doubt the reduction of speed in the aiea 
will have a good effect on the accident rate. The 
highway patrol will pay attention to enforce­ 
ment of the new speed limits," he declared. 


In this Peterson hit on the real solution, en­ 
forcement of the limits. It does not matter what 
the speed limit is unless that limit is enforced. 
There are two methods of enforcing a law. 
One is compulsory enforcement through patrol 
by an adequate number of patrolmen lining the 
highways. This costs money, but is worth it in 
lives and property values sayed. 
Second method is voluntary enforcement by 
the automobile drivers themselves. This is a 
personal matter and can succeed only as well as 
each individual is willing to abide by the laws 
set up for his safety. 
In Marin county we have been seeing an in­ 
crease in the first method of enforcement. More 
often noticed are highway patrol cars stationed 
at danger points like the Alto and Greenbrae 
intersection. The 25 miles per hour sign on 
Greenbrae bridge is another step in the same 
direction. Other danger spots on highway 101 
might well be posted for slower speeds to save 
lives. 
The state is now taking definite action in try­ 
ing to prevent accidents caused by speed. It’s 
to each driver to see that he is doing his 
part by refraining from excessive speeds.

McLain Wants Revenge At 
Loss To Public And Commerce 
Followers of pension promoter George McLain art 
currently circulating petitions to put his latest initia­ 
tive—« revenge initiative—on the California ballot. 
The proposal would prevent public tax funds from 
being used for the support of chambers of com­ 
merce, or the county supervisors association if these 
groups in any way attempt to influence legislation. 
The initiative is purely a revenge measure because 
the chambers of commerce, and particularly the 
California State Chamber of Commerce, have led 
the fight against the various McLain pension pro­ 
posals. The initiative is as misleading as his previous 
proposals, and people should refuse to sign it 
Political subdivisions» counties and cities, often 
arrange financially for the chambers of commerce 
to do some of their work for them. The chambers axe 
often better equipped to do this work, and am do 
a bettor lob at less expense. The result Is a saving 
to the taxpayer. 
The growth and development of California are due 
to part to the activities of chambers of commerce. 
They are interested in the continued development of 
the State, and this includes an interert in legisla- 
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tlon which can either promote or hinder that de­ 
velopment-even in such legislation as that proposed 
from time to time by McLain.

If the McLain initiative should be adopted, the 
chambers of commerce would be weakened, which is 
Just what McLain wants. Be would gain some mea­ 
sure of revenge But the result would also be a pub­ 
lic loss. (Petaluma Argus-Courier)

Because Soviets Are 


Out-Producing Us 


By JOSEPH and 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON—The frighten­ 
ing disparity between Western and 
Soviet production of modem jet 
combat planes—two-to-one for jet 
bombers and six-to-one for jet in­ 
terceptors at the end of this year— 
was reported in this space yester­ 
day. 
The same disparity exists 
in all weapons except atomic 
bombs, notably including tanks. 
This means that we are terrifying­ 
ly far behind in the arms race 
in which we have been forced to 
engage. 
And it is time to ask 
why this should be so. 


IT 18 NOT AN EASY question 
to answer. 
The top men have 
great ability and drive. This gov­ 
ernment has rarely enjoyed the 
services of mop able public ser­ 
vants than, for example, Secretary 
of Defense Robert Lovett, Secre­ 
tary of the Air force Thomas 
Finletter, and Under Secretary of 
the Army Archibald Alexander. 
The Pentagon has, moreover, all 
the money it can spend at its dis­ 
posal. And there is no reason on 
earth why this country should be 
out-produced by a country with, 
for example, less than a third of 
our steel production. 
Then why are we being out­ 
produced? 
The answer to this 
life-and-death question apparently 
falls into several parts.* , 
• 
IN THE FJR8T PLACE, we are 
still paying, and shall continue to 
pay, for the follies of the Louis 
Johnson era. It takes as long as 
two years or more between the 
time when money is voted for air­ 
craft proceurement and the mo­ 
ment when a 
modem 
combat 
plane is produced and ready for 
combat. 
Thus the Air Force is 
largely living even now, a year 
and a half since the Korean ag­ 
gression, on the Johnson-imposed 
starvation diet. 
Yet this is not the whole ex­ 
planation. Even allowing for this 
“lead time” we shall still be great­ 
ly outdistanced by the Soviets 
two, and three, and probably even 
four years after Korea. One key 
to the trouble lies in the fact that 
out of $68,000,000,000 appropriated 
for 
defense 
t including 
Mutual 
Security) sine» Korea, only about 
$17,000,000,000 have actually been 
spent for weapons 
and 
other 
“hard goods." Thus our rearm­ 
ament program has been more 
nearly a $17,000,000,000 program 
than a $88,000,000,000 program. 
Part of the trouble certainly lies 
in the cumbrousness of our appro - 
priation, allocation, design and 
procurement systems.

The pressure to “go easy" is fur­ 
ther increased by labor leaden 
like Walter Reuther, who are

These are some 
of the reasons why so little has 
actually been spent for arms; why 
even now, with the Soviets out­ 
producing us by a huge margin,

Lyndon Johnson’s 
investigating committee, the coun­ 
try simply cannot be brought to 
believe in the reality of the dan­ 
ger. 
There has been so much 
self-congratulatory talk about “the 
miracles of American production" 
that the simple fact that the Sov­ 
iets are now greatly outproduc­ 
ing us in such categories as com­ 
bat jet planes is dismissed as in­ 
herently incredible. Yet the facts 
are stated, and they mean Just 
one thin^. 
Unless this country 
can shake off its complacency soon, 
and prepare to make a real na­ 
tional effort, we shall for the first 
time in our history be in acute 
danger of defeat in war.

Did you receive royalties in 1951? 
You did if you received any 
sums tor the use or the right to 
use your patented article, patent, 
copyright, or mineral, oil, gas or 
timber proper- 
erties. 


I f you de­ 
veloped the pat­ 
ented a r t i c l e , 
patent or copy­ 
right, all of your 
costs in experi­ 
m e n t i ng and 
developing, legal 
fees, |tc. should 
be charged off 
over the life of 
the patent, 17 
years-—or copyright, 28 years. 
If you purchased the patented 
article, patent or copyright, your 
costs should be charged off over 
the balance of the life of the 
patent or copyright. 
If you can prove that the life of 
the asset is shorter than the above, 
then you can charge your costs off 
over the shorter period. 
In the case of mineral, oU, gas or

timber properties, you are en­ 
titled to deduct a depletion allow­ 
ance. 
I nevery case you are entitled 
to deduct all ordinary and neces­ 
sary expenses in connection with 
producing income and maintain­ 
ing the property; including legal 
and accounting fees; selling ex­ 
penses; commissions paid, taxes 
and licenses; traveling expenses in 
connection with the business; tele­ 
phone and telegraph; etc. 
If, in 1951 your gross income 
from a particular artistic work or 
invention that took 36 months or 
more to complete, is at least 80% 
of the total gross income that you 
received or expect to receive, up to 
and including December 31, 1952, 
from such artistic work or inven­ 
tion-then you may spread this 
income over the time you were 
engaged in the work, but in no 
event for more than 36 months. 
This requires you to know what 
your 1952 income from this par­ 
ticular artistic work or Invention 
wiU be.

Defect In Blood Vessel May 
Cause Stroke In The Young

Here Are A Few Suggestions To Help 
Your Shy Youngster To Become Popular 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
If a young person complains of 
sudden severe headache with stiff 
neck, a physician should be called 
st once. These may be the warning 
signs of a stroke due to a ruptured 
blood vessel in the brain. This rup­ 
ture can be detected by X-rays and 
corrected by modern surgery, if 
caught early enough. 
Many young people have suffered 
strokes even though they had never 
been bothered with disease of the 
heart or blood vessels, or even liigh 
blood pressure. 
CONGENITAL DEFECT 
Most of'these strokes are due to 
a weak spot in a blood vessel supply­ 
ing the brain. The wall of the vessel 
vessel may bulge out at this spot, 
forming a pouch called an aneurysm 
This weakness Is not due to any 
disease or infection, but Is there at 
birth 
The weakened blood vessel may 
remain harmless for years and y^aurs. 
and then suddenly rupture, usually 
when the person is In his ’teens or 
early twenties or thirties. The first 
sign is a sudden sharp head pain, 
extremely severe, with rigidity of 
the neck. Then the person may 
quickly become unconscious. 
When the doctor makes his exam­ 
ination. he may insert a needle 
through the back into the spinal 
canal to draw out some of the spinal 
fluid. If the fluid la bloody, it usual­ 
ly indicates a ruptured aneurysm 
of a blood vessel in the brain 
To locate the rupture, the doctor

may then inject a dye into the large 
blood vessel of the neck supplying 
the brain. He takes X-rays in quick 
succession as the dye passes into 
the blood vessels of the brain. The 
X-ray pictures reveal the area where 
the blood is leaking. 
If the leak is caught early, a brain 
surgeon can easily decrease the 
blood supply to the weak spot by 
tying off one of the large blood 
vessels In the neck. He may also tie 
off the weak spot itself. 
Prompt action in these cases can 
be life-saving. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E.Z.: My son has a constant dis­ 
charge from his nose and is con­ 
stantly clearing his throat. What 
could be the cause of this? He had 
his tonsils removed. 
Answer: This condition may be 
due to a sinus infection or to a 
form of allergy. It might be well 
for him to be examined by an ear. 
nose and throat specialist, so that 
the exact cause may be determined.

PLACEMENT IS THE TRICK 
Evergreens Need 
Not Be Monotonous 


Evergeen shrubs contribute color 
which is pleasing both winter and 
summer, but is most appreciated 
during the former season. Enjoy­ 
ment is doubled if evergreens are 
located where they can be seen 
in daily passage through the house 
ot about the property. 
No matter how large or small 
the property, it Is not hard to 
select more than one appropriate 
planting from the broadleaved and 
needled shrubs, groundcovers and 
vines. Some kinds of evergreens 
make excellent specimens, others 
blend into groupings. 
REPETITIVE P L A N T I N G S 
across the front of the house are 
ail too common to a street or 
even to a whole community. A 
hedge of Scotch broom (cytisus», 
a prostrate juniper beside a short 
i light ol steps, a pair of holly 
trees or shrubs just inside the 
gate are natural ways of using 
evergreens so that they blend into 
the landscape. 
The height of evergreens at ma­ 
turity is not the only considera­ 
tion. Silhouette is equally im­ 
portant. The upright yew Tax us 
cuspidata, which may reach ten 
to twenty feet in height, is a fine 
choice for a specimen or a pair of 
evergreens. So is the native holly 
«Ilex opaca) whose u l t i m a t e 
height seems to depend on the 
latitude in which It is growing. 
CONTRAST IN LEAF form Is 
one of the unexpected dividends 
ol evergreens Rhododendron with 
a groundcover of ivy is a common 
yet never trite combination. In a 
planting of any size it can be 
saved from monotony by using not 
only Rhododendron maximum and 
hybrids with varicolored blossoms 
but the finer-leaved R Carolini­ 
an urn. 
Although holly, rhododendron 


and 
laurel 
are 
probably 
best 
known of the broadleaved ever­ 
greens there are many others 
which belong in gardens. Some of 
the azaleas, grown primarily for 
their flowers, are evergreen. 
SHRUB FORMS of pine, spruce 
and juniper have needles similar 
in form and texture to trees of 
the same generic name. They are 
not, 
perhaps, 
as 
adaptable 
to 
small gardens as the other ever­ 
green shrubs, and it is easy to 
use too many kinds in a small 
area. 
Another 
group 
of shrubs is 
classified as semi-evergreen be­ 
cause they hold their leaves until 
well into winter. Daphne belongs 
to the group. 
GROUNDCOVERS should not 
be forgotten in planning diversi­ 
fied groups of evergreens. One of 
the most truly green of all ever­ 
greens at any time of year is 
Vinca minor, better known as 
myrtle 
tar periwinkle. It does a 
thorough job of covering ground in 
sunny or shaded places. Pachis- 
tima, pachy sandra and bear berry 
are other practical groundcovers, 
while ivy, Hall’s honeysuckle and 
wintercreeper 
< Euonymus 
for­ 
tune!) are equally good vines. 


Pruning Necessary 
For Plant Health 


By ALBERT WILSON 
Last wek in this column I warn­ 
ed you that for the next couple of 
weeks we would be busy as little 
beavers. I said we were going to 
prune and more than half of last 
week's column was given over to a 
discussion of tools with more than 
a hint that your pruning tools had 
better be of good 
quality 
and 
they’d better be sharp. 
Now that we all have all of our 
pruning equipment sharp and in 
good working order and have seen 
to it that our ladders are properly 
braced so we don’t frighten the 
fur off the moles by tumbling into 
their carefully built home we can 
begin. 
PRUNING IS necessary to the 
health and vigor of a plant. 
In 
fruit trees this pruning begins m 
their juvenile years and is import­ 
ant from the very day we set a 
fruit tree out in the garden. 
In the young trees we first think 
©f the SCAFFOLD branches. These 
must be guided to start off from 
the main trunk at a distance from 
the ground that will enable the 
gardener to get around and to cul­ 
tivate the tree in future years. 
A young tree such as a cherry 
when brought home from the nur­ 
sery looks exactly like a whip. The 
gardener prunes off the top leaving 
about four or five feet at the most. 
Out of this whiplike stem a doeen 
or more buds will break. 
If left 
alone 
these dozen 
buds 
would 
create a tuft of growth but the 
gardener does not 
leave 
them 
alone. 
On the contrary he rubs 
out all but three or four which he 
keeps to develop Into the scaffold 
branches that he wants. These will 
be equidistant along the stem pro­ 
gressing upward from the base 
and around the trunk creating a 
branching system that projects out 
and up on all sides. 
An apricot tree coming from the 
nursery may not be a whip-like 
young tree at all but rather a 
brushy affair. Here the gardener 
can achieve his purpose sooner 
but he follows the same principle. 
He prunes all but three branches 
leaving a top central one and two 
side ones. 
These side branches 
must provide mechanical strength 
which they do through being not 
opposite to each other but alter­ 
nate. 
At planting the ultimate 
height of this tree will be four to 
five feet. 
ESTABLISHED TREES: Before 
we go any further you must un­ 
derstand clearly and forever more 
the kinds of wood your tree pro­ 
duces: GROWTH wood and SPUR 
wood. You must be able to recog­ 
nize these at pruning time. 
Growth wood is terminal—new 
tips that appear at the ends of 
all branches. 
If you look care­ 
fully you can see where growth 
began by the little constructions 
which are pronounced and also by 
the difference in the surface color. 
In some branches 
this 
growth 
wood wil be four or five feet long 
and in others only six to eight 
inches. 
Ths is true not only in 
different trees but in the same 
tree because side branches do not 
grow as much as terminal ones. 
The second kind of wood that 
you have on your tree Is called 
spur wood. Spur wood appears on 
growth two or more years old spur 
wood is characterized by short 
stems and clustered buds. 
Some 


of the buds are round and fat and 
others are 
pointed 
long. 
The 
rounded fat buds 
unfold 
into 
flowers 
and 
carry 
fruit. 
The 
pointed long buds 
unfold 
into 
leaves and their growth extends 
the stem. 
NOW THAT YOU KNOW whitf 
the two kinds of wood lo«k like 
in your tree you are ready to go 
ahead and prune. Long, w hippy 
growth can be shortened to keep 
the tree in bounds and make for 
easier spfaying and cultivating and 
harvesting. 
New branches that 
criss-cross should be taken out. 
Branches which clutter up the in* 
ner part of the tree must be tak­ 
en out to allow sunlight and air to 
reach into the heart of your tree. 
When you see 
strong 
spiky 
growth your inclination may be to 
cut right back. This is wrong pro­ 
cedure. Just remember the hard­ 
er you cut the more bryshy growth 
you get. The lighter you cut tho 
more fruit you can harvest. There­ 
fore strike a workable mean. Tie 
some of the spiky growth: prune 
some right out 
completely; 
la 
other places barely nibble at the 
tips. 
What you try doing when you 
prune is to keep your tree open in 
the center, maintain mechanical 
strength throughout and continue 
a good balance. 
Pears, apples, apricots, plums, 
cherries (and almonds) produce 
their crop on spurs. This means 
that when pruning you want to 
keep as many of the spurs as pos­ 
sible, especially those in vigorous, 
bearing condition. 
Sometimes in the apple and the 
pear and cherry it is necessary to 
saw out a whole branch, spurs and 
all, because of poor production. 
This leaves an open place in the 
tree. 
Usually a new shoot will 
develop to take that place and in 
time will carry blossoms and fruit. 
WHEN YOU USE the pruning 
shears grasp the branch to be cut 
where you want to cut it with the 
hooked or curved holding blade to­ 
ward you. 
, 
Always make all cuts at an angle 
«about 45 ) so rain will run off 
and not into the cut branch w hem 
it can cause trouble. 
Seal all cut« with a mixture 
made of white lead and raw lin­ 
seed oil. 
Boiled oil will burn. 
Formerly you were advised to use 
an asphalt paint. This has been 
found unsatisfactory and the uni­ 
versity now 
recommends 
white 
lead and raw linseed oil. 
If your trees are under ten yearn 
old you should leave twelve to 
thirty inches of new growth for 
apriffDts; ten to twenty-four inch­ 
es of new growth for plums; and 
nine to eighteen inches lor al­ 
monds, apples, prunes and cher­ 
ries.

Learning speech is greatly hastened by use of the 
modern training units—a combination of a micro­ 
phone, phonograph and radio.

Darlene Graves, in photo above, identifies 
correctly the words "a fish" by pointing to 
the object. Repetition of individual words 
and word drills leads to lip reading of com­ 
plete sentences.

For many years various educa­ 
tors, otologists, county officials 
and individuals interested in the 
deaf have realized the need for a 
class for deaf children in Marin 
county — a class where these 
children could attend school and 
still live 
at home 
with 
their 
parents. 
Prior to the beginning of» the 
present school year the deaf chil­ 
dren in Marin have attended the 
residential State school for the 
Deaf 
in Berkeley; 
the 
Gough 
School for the Deaf in San Fran­ 
cisco (day school for the deaf) or 
one 
of 
the 
expensive 
private 
schools for the deaf far from home. 
In recent years a few children 
had been provided with tutoring 
in speech and lip reading through 
the efforts of local otologists and 
the Marin county health depart­ 
ment. The funds for this work 
were provided by the Marin county 
Crippled Children's society and an 
auditory training unit was pur­ 
chased by the health department. 
It was this early work that led to 
the realization of need for a 
special class at this time. 
IN THE SUM M ER OF 1951 the 
efforts of all interested were co­ 
ordinated with the county super­ 
intendent of schools, the indivi­ 
dual district superintendents and 
the bureau of special education, 
California state department of 
education, to organize the present 
class for deaf and severely hard 
of hearing children. 
Since classroom space is inade­ 
quate in all of the local schools a 
temporary facility was secured at 
the First Presbyterian church in 
San Anselmo. 
THE CLASS which runs through­ 
out the entire day is sponsored and 
conducted by the San Anselmo 
school district, under the direction 
of Superintendent Robert U. Rick- 
lets. However, children from any 
part of the county may attend, 
subject to the approval of the 
school board of the district in 
which they reside. 
Each district represented con­ 
tributes to the support of the class 
according to the number of chil­ 
dren from that district. The state | 
department of education partici­ 
pates in the support of this type 
of special education by providing 
additional reimbursements. 
The state allows each district 
participating in such a program 
up to »400 per child in addition to 
the regular A .DA. It also allows 
»350. per child for transportation

CHICAGO (/P> — Easy to live 
with furniture, whether it’s tra­ 
ditional or modern, will create the 
new look in home decorating.

Marin Has One Of Few Public 
Classes In State For The Deaf 


(Continued from Page Mt> 
from home to school. The bureau 
of special education also assists in 
organising and setting up such a 
class in order to insure maximum 
benefits to the handicapped chil­ 
dren. 
CHILDREN MUST BE at least 
three years of age to be admitted 
to the class, They must be either 
deaf or too severely hard of hear­ 
ing to attend regular public school 
classes. The bureau of special edu­ 
cation recommends that such a 
class be limited to eight children 
when tire age range is more than 
four years, as is the case in this 
particular class. This limitation in 
numbers has been set because in­ 
struction is carried on primarily on 
an individual ba&is and greater 
numbers of children would be de­ 
trimental to good teaching 
Before admittance to the class 
each child is carefully screened by 
an otologist, by Dr. Wallace Hall, 
county superintendent of schools 
by Mrs. Esther C. Whitman, direc­ 
tor of guidance in the office of the 
county superintendent of schools 
and by the consultant for the deaf, 
Dr. Charles Watson, state depart­ 
ment 
of 
education. 
In 
Marin 
county Mrs, Sarah Ruby, Marin 
county schools social worker in 
child welfare, arranges for the 
transportation. 
The five Children in the class 
at the present time represent five 
school districts as follows: Kim 
Madison 3, Bail Jose school dis­ 
trict (Hamilton Air Force 
Sandra Young 5, Lark&pur-Corte 
Madera; Darlene Graves G, San 
Rafael; Billy Schrlver 8. Fair*ax; 
and Judy Sahlin 9, San An^lmo. 
INSTRUCTION IS entirely by 
the oral method (no finger spelling 
or conventional signs of the deaf 
are used) and, except for group 
activities, each child is taught in ­ 
dividually and thus progresses as 
rapidly as possible, 
speech for the deaf child, who 
does not hear either huaseit or 
»there, is very difficult to acquire. 


The hearing child learns speech 
through the easy method of hear­ 
ing others talk. The deaf child 
learnt through a slow and exact­ 
ing process of imitation of each 
position of speech. He must learn 
how to hold his lips and his tongue 
and how to control his breath for 
each sound. After he has learned 
the individual sounds he must 
learn to combine them into words. 
Then comes the process of building 
vocabulary, of associating these 
learned words with objects and 
thoughts, and learning to use this 
vocabulary in spoken and written 
language. The hearing child ac­ 
quires all of this through associa­ 
tion without the realization of a 
learning process 
PRIOR TO THE development of 
sound amplification by electronic* 
— the radio — this process was 
much more tedious than it is now. 
Learning speech Is greatly hasten­ 
ed by the use of the modern au­ 
ditory training units — combina­ 
tion of radio, phonograph and 
microphone. With amplified sound 
it is possible to get through to the 
residual hearing or sound percep­ 
tion which nearly every deaf child 
possesses. 
The child is trained to respond 
to this amplified sound and thus 
aided in learning to leproduce it. 
This is a great benefit in learning 
words and often single syllable 
words are learned quite quickly. 
With these line machine* deaf and 
hard of hearing children are also 
able to learn the ' feel" of rhythm 
and music. This is of great bene­ 
fit in teaching them even speech 
as opposed to jerky, uneven speech. 
Voice modulation and accent of 
words are 
taught 
through the 
microphone. Children enrolled in 
the class have much desirable 
contact with hearing children in­ 
asmuch as the class uses the re­ 
creational and playground facili­ 
ties at the Wade Thomas School, 
TRACKING THE DEAF is not a 
new form of special education. In ­ 
deed, as early as 1878 a Spanish 


Benedictine of the monastery of 
San Salvador, Pedro Ponce de 
Leon, wrote in his legal documents 
of having deaf sons of great lords 
as pupil* and of having taught 
them "to speak, read, write and 
reckon, to pray and to assist at the 
Mass.” 
Education of the deaf in the 
United States dates back to 1815 
when Doctor Thomas Gallaudet 
brought the method of teaching 
from France In 1882 Dr. Gallau- 
det’s son. Dr. Edward Gallaudet 
founded a college for the deaf in 
Washington D. C. This school bears 
his name and is the only univer­ 
sity purely for the deaf and hard 
of hearing in America. It is sup­ 
ported directly by the Congress of 
the United States. Pupils who meet 
the entrance requirements are eli­ 
gible to attend from any of the 
states or Uu possessions of the 
United States. A recent tabula - 
tion shows that there are 73 public 
residential and private schools, the 
deaf in the United States. 
California maintains a large and 
very well equipped public school for 
the deaf in Berkeley and is build­ 
ing a second completely modern 
residential 
school 
at 
Riverside. 
Even with these facilities and the 
JO public day classes already in 
operation there are many deaf 
children 
on 
the 
waiting 
lists 
throughout the State. 
A TEACHER OF DEAF persons 
must have special training in ad­ 
dition to the requirements of a 
certified teacher. There are several 
training centers in the United 
Stales, in conjunction with reco­ 
gnized universities and college 
which offer this type of training. 
Not the lea*t of the.^e is the fast 
growing 
department 
of 
special 
education at San Francisco state 
college. 
Mrs. Lang Russel, the teacher of 
the Marin county class for deaf 
children received her training to 
teach the deaf at California State 
school for the Deaf In Berkeley, 
She had valuable experience teach-

Buy Ready-Mixed 
Putty In A Can 
It’s easier to buy putty ready 
mixed from your paint store or 
hardware dealer than it is to try 
to make your own. It comes in an 
air-tight container and can be 
kneaded for use on any non-ab­ 
sorbent surface such as a glass 
plate. To keep left over putty in a 
can, cover it with a thin film of 
linseed oil and wax paper or metal 
foil. 
Putty is a mixture of powdered 
whiting and linseed oil. Addition 
of a tenth part of white lead paste 
can increase its strength and dur­ 
ability. But straight white lead 
paste if used for glazing can hard­ 
en so firmly that it often causes 
wood sash to splinter when it is 
removed.

“Who Did What to Fedalia?” is 
a pleasant, grown-up fairy tale 
about an Iowa country girl who 
goes to the big city to become a 
singer, all because of a traveling

Famous as a composer and lyri­ 
cist, Meredith Willson made his 
first noticeable entry into the fic­ 
tion world with “And There I 
Stood with My Piccolo.” 
Perhaps the book should be call­

Whom?” judging from the pro­ 
found and purifying effect the 
heroine has on a number of hard- 
shelled big city characters. 
Even 
Charlie, the home town boy friend, 
places such a high value on Fe­ 
dalia's approval that he runs a 


cross-country race in his stocking 
leet, not having truck shoes. 
FEDa u a ’s 
experiences 
while 
trying to get a job as a singer are 
well described and make amusing 
readir g. The beautiful, somewhat 
Pollyanna-like girl displays a naive 
but intelligent simplicity, trimmed 
with sex appeal which seems to 
hypnotize hero and villain alike. 
A singleness of purpose, inspired 
by her father, helps Fedalia avoid 
the “fate worse than death.” Papa’s 
theory was that “a division of in­ 
terest is weakenin’.” He believed 
Fedalia was a natural-born musi­ 
cian and site tries to make his be­ 
lief a reality. 
Reminiscent of the old-fashion­ 
ed melodrama, the story is simply 
and well told- homespun, but with 
bright threads. The author again 
shows his ability to handle words 
as well as music. 
“Fedalia” just 
misses being humorous, but is not 
dull.—M. K.

Woman, Rebuked And Forgiven

A tale of s e l f-righteousness, sin, 
forgiveness and love is told to to­ 
day's lesson, all taking place in 
the house of a Pharisee who ex­ 
hibited his feelings of pride that 
he “was not as others,** although 
he was not the one who prayed 
aloud in the market place in the 
parable. 
This Pharisee must have been 
interested in and more or less 
friendly to Jesus, because he to* 
rited the Lord to dine at his 
house. Jesus accepted the invita­ 
tion. There were others present, 
too. 
As they sat at meat* a woman 
entered. She 
knew Jesus 
was 
there. She was what is known as 
**a woman of the streets,'* a sin­ 
ner, she is called, at any rate a 
poor, unhappy soul. In her nand 
she carried an alabaster box of 
ointment. 
She “stood at His feet behind 
Hln weeping, and began to wash ^ 
His feet with tears, and did wipe 
them with the hairs of her head, 
and kissed His feet, and anointed 
them with the ointment.** 
WHEN THE s e lf - r ig h te o u s 
Pharisee saw that, be thought to 
himself, ‘"This man, if He was a 
prophet, would have known who 
and what manner of woman this 
is that toucheth Him; for she is 
a sinner.** 
Jesus read his mind like a book 
and said, "Simon, I liave some­ 
what to say 
unto U rn " The 
Pharisee answered, ''M aster, say 
on."“There was a certain creditor 
which had two debtors; the one 
owed 500 pence and the other 50. 
“And when they had nothing to 
pay. he frankly forgave them both. 
Tell Me, therefore, which of them 
will love him most?** 
Simon answered that he sup­ 
posed the one to whom the debtor 
forgave most. 
Then Jesus t u r n e d to the 
woman, and said unto Simon, 
“Seest thou this woman? I entered 
into thy house, thou gavest Me 
no water for My feet; but sue 
hath washed My feet with tears, 
and wiped them with the hairs of 
her head. 
“THOU GAYEST Me no kiss; 
but this woman since the time I 
came to hath not ceased to kiss 
My feet. My head with oil thou 
did not anoint; but this woman

IT WAS CUSTOMARY to those 
hot, dusty countries, to offer the 
nandled guest water to wash his 
feet when he entered homes; also 
he usually was greeted with a 
kiss, and as a special honor his 
head was anointed with oil. None 
of these courtesies had been of­ 
fered to Jesus, and Simon must 
have felt embarrassed at the re­ 
buke implied in the Lord''» words. 
Then J e s u s turned to the 
woman and said, '*Thy sins are 
forgiven.’*

to dine with the Master began to 
say within themselves, “Who is 
this that forgiveth sins also?" 
Jesus, paying no attention to 
them, said to the woman, “Thy 
faith hath saved thee;

peace." 
THIS INCIDENT Is related only 
in the gospel of Luke. This woman 
should not be confused with Mary 
Magdalene or any other woman 
in the Bible story. She is not 
mentioned by name. To u*» the is 
simply a “woman and a sinner.” 
Mary Magdalene is not called a 
sinful woman. She was possessed 
of seven demons. Weary of her 
miserable, sinful life, this other 
woman sought out the Master, and 
poured out her soul—her sense of 
utter sin and her deep repentance, 
to Him. We know no more of her. 
As to the Pharisee whose name 
was Simon, we can but wonder 
if he took the Lord’s rebuke to 
heart; if he was less self-right­ 
eous for the rest of his life; less 
critical of others, and especially 
if he realized In his short but 
vivid encounter with Jesus, that 
He it was who was to bring light 
unto the world and heal many of 
their sins.

Televisions Effect 
In England Reported 


By BOB THOM AS 
HOLLYWOOD (A*) — What is 
television doing to England? 
There has been much written 
about the effect of TV on family 
life in this country. 
Now comes 
a report on what the home set 
is doing to English viewers. Among 
other things, TV is apparently ad­ 
ding to friction between English 
husbands and wives. 
The London 
Sunday 
Express 
surveyed TV habits 
and 
found 
that married 
couples can 
have 
fights over the set if their tastes 
differ. 
The reason: if the hus­ 
band doesn’t like the entertain­ 
ment, he has to retire to the kit­ 
chen to read or work. 
TV HAS APPARENTLY caught 
on in England, and 2,000.000 view­ 
ers axe expected to be added to 
the audience this year. The Ex­ 
press reported that TV already has 
revolutionized home life, broken 
lifetime habits and proved “a more 
powerful drug than the radio or 
cinema." 
The Express said TV is "destroy­ 
ing conversation: cutting people 
off from their friends: sending 
thousands of children late to bed 
because they have been allowed 
to sit up for the evening pro­ 
grams ” 
On the credit side, British TV 
"encourages manual hobbies by 
televised demonstrations; stimu­ 
lates the average 
housewife 
by 
cookery series; awakens interest in 
party politics by screened discus­ 
sions." 
THE B. B. C., the government 
agency which operates broadca.st- 
ing in England, discovered after a 
survey that of every 100 viewers: 
86 reduce radio listening; 63 reduce 
movie going; 49 play fewer Indoor 
games; 46 read less; 35 cut down 
theater going; 22 see less of their 
old friends; 14 garden less; 11 take 
less trips to the country and nine 
cut down on golf, cricket, tennis 
and football. 
British viewers apparently have 
the same 
habits as 
Americans. 
When they first get the set, they 
watch it 
almost 
continuously. 
That's 
called 
the "honeymoon 
period " 
T1IE EXPRESS also polled some 
individual TV fans for their views. 
Among the reactions; 
A civil servant: "I enjoy TV as 
a convenient and inexpensive en­ 
tertainment. 
It gives me a new 
instrument of punishment—If my 
children misbehave, they must go 
without TV." 
An Anglican clergyman; "It is a 
danger to religion. 
You cannot 
worship sitting before a televised 
church service.** 
A London businessman: “It has 


given my wife indigestion, because 
she insists on eating supper on 
her lap while viewing from a low 
chair . . .**

In the pre-radio days, it would 
have taken many hours even to 
report the trouble. 
With radio, 
the trouble was promptly reported 
and dealt with, while at the same 
time warnings and current infor­ 
mation on road conditions were 
available to the public.

As I stepped out of my car, I 
was greeted cheerfully with, “Good 
morning, sheriff,” and before I 
could return the greeting, the 
?<olce continued, “Gee, I hope you 
will join us at dinner this Christ­ 
mas, we’re going to have the best 
turkey dinner ever. Mr. George 
has taken care of everything and 
It’s bound to be good.” 
“Mr. George,” referred to by 
trusty 
BUI, 
was 
chief 
jailer, 
George Hasman, but he was af­ 
fectionately 
k n o w n 
as 
“Mr. 
George,” by the inmates. “Good 
1 morning, BUI,” I replied, “I wish 
X could, but I ’m afraid I cannot, 
fhift time, as much as I’d like to.” 
Bill went on to describe the var­ 
ious 
specialties 
composing 
the 
meal. There was never a doubt 
that our inmates were to be weU 
supplied with all the mouth water­ 
ing goodies that “Mr. George” 
Would prescribe. 


1 REMEMBER it was just a 
week before C h r i s t m a s . The 
(Christmas spirit was exhibited by 
the crowded streets, and the stores 
were packed to capacity. Thought­ 
ful individuals were rushing here 
and 
there, 
selecting 
treasured 
gifts, for friends and loved ones. 
This spirited enthusiasm re­ 
minded me, as weU it did some 
others, of a duty that we must not 
lose sight of. No matter how cruel 
the world may seem to us who are 
free, we should never faU to realize 
that it could have been worse. 
We h a v e m a n y unfortunate 
persons in our custody, who are 
Usually forgotten when the outside 
world is joyful and gay, and are 
only remembered by those few 
faithful 
friends 
and 
relations. 
Borne of us, like George, rest oux 
thoughts upon the restrained and 
hopeless souls that share the 
penalty of misguided deeds which 
the law forbade. We know not 
what peculiar quirk has befallen 
them, or why they have selected 
an unsuccessful and unprofitable 
career. Bo, lor these, we try to en­ 
courage a spark of hope for their 
recovery. We realize that kindness 
and consideration is far better 
than condemnation. 


THE TASK OF SECURING and 
arranging for ail meals and other 
requirements of the inmates falls 
tupon the shoulders of chief jailer, 
George Hasman, a position which 
he has held for many years with 
honor. And George, the fatherly

Jailer that he is, goes out ail the 
way for those under his care. 
George has always given his first 
thoughts and efforts to those of 
his charge. Always faithful, never 
tiring, he a r r a n g e s for their 
n e c e s s i t i e s . During the busy 
Christmastlde, we found George 
hard at work arranging the menu 
of the outstanding dinner of the 
year. 
It is our usual custom to obtain 
two trees for Christmas. One for 
the mess hall in the jail, and the 
other one is for the outer office. 
In no time, two beautiful green 
tree% were donated and delivered 
by one of our generous merchants, 
and George was quick in selecting 
the one for the Jail mess hall, find 
speedily made away witn it. The 
r e m a i n i n g tree was propped 
against the wall, in a corner near 
the booking desk, in the outer 
sheriff’s office. 
A few days before Christmas, I 
noted that our office tree was not 


up. I requested a deputy to ar­ 
range and place ornaments on our 
tree, which was neatly placed 
near the booking desk. 
“Where do you get the decora­ 
tions?” a new deputy asked. Mrs. 
Costigan, the matron, who stood 
near 
by, 
replied, 
“You'll 
find 
them in the storeroom, I’ll show 
you.” She led the way, and the 
deputy followed. Soon they re­ 
turned, but without decorations. 
“We lodked everywhere In the 
storeroom, but could find none,” 
explained the deputy. “I can’t 
understand,” said Mrs. Costigan, 
“they were always there.” “All we 
found were a few, old, moldly 
Christmas balls, but no other 
decorations,” 
said 
the 
deputy. 
They linaily gave up, and told of 
their difficulties. 


I UKUtKLb ANOTHER thor­ 
ough search enlisting more help. 
Half the office force were on a 
determined mission for the lost or­ 
naments, not only ,in the store- 
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room, but in every other conceiv­ 
able place. “This must be some­ 
where,” I said. 
I hadn’t heard from George 
through all this excitement. He 
was busy arranging the food sched­ 
ule for the inmates. 


A FEW DAYS later a trusty re­ 
marked about the beautiful tree 
they had in the jail mess hall. I 
decided to see it and invited some 
of the help along. We looked in 
the doorway, and there was a crea­ 
tion gorgous and wonderful to be­ 
hold. A Christmas tree in all its 
glory, lights, trimmings and all. 
For a moment I had forgotten all 
about our own tree difficulties. My 
attention, as well as that of the 
others, was engrossed in something 
really beautiful. We walked over 
to get a closer look. One of the 
older deputies examined several of 
the ornaments and suddenly ex­ 
claimed, “A lot of these belong in 
the office! I know, because I do­ 
nated them.” Other deputies iden­ 
tified certain other ornaments, and 
I was sure two strings of lights, at 
least half, if not more, of the lights 
and decorations belonged to the 
office tree.
